"In their poverty and conditions of 


the country, it is difficult to suggest 
practical means of improvement in 
their agriculture." he says. "In Korth 
China, the people are forced to dig out 
the roots of corn "and kaoliang for 
foruse as fuel in securing a little heat 
during their severe winter." 


There is no government in China 


other than that by military generals 
whose taxes and armies make 
the 


country poorer than it already is. and 
who have no concern for the welfare 
of the people, Mr. Kyhus says. 


"The civil wars and 
anti-foreign 


feeling in parts of China caused most 
of the foreigners to leave the interior 
last March and April," he says- "It 
seems to me that the mass of Chinese 
are by nature a very peaceful people, 
but since they cannot read nor write, 
some of them have come to believe in 
violence as incited by communistic and 
radical agitators. It is altogether pos- 
sible that the generals may keep on 
fighting among ..themselves for years 
to come, to the misery and distress on 
the people who only want to work-

SUPPOSE AVK.CALL IT ARTIIIUTIS.M 


This is 'all about what you call rheumatism. At 


least it is all I Jcnow about it. And without boasting 
at all I can wiy quite sincerely that 1 know just 
as much about rheumatism as any other doctor 
knows about it. and that is nothing at all to speak 
of. 


Let us be perfectly frank, 'n the interest of your 


health, and put all our cards face up on the table, 
f maintain there is no such disease or condition 
as "rheumatism;" that no such illness or trouble i.s 
ever caused by dampness, exposure or the weather. 
I am by no means alone in this view, for plenty of 
perfectly good physicians agree with me, though not 
for publication. However, the majority of present 
medical authorities seem to disagree with me about 
;his—I say they seem to do so. It is very difficult 
to pin a doctor down to definite ideas in reference 
to "rheumatism," but the inference one may draw 
from the views of our present medical au 
n-ities 


s that thcy'sdll believe that cold, dampness, ex- 
posure and the like may be a factor of "rheuma- 
ism." 


"Inflammatory 
rheumatism." if you prefer that 


name to "rheumatic fever'' or "acute multiple infcc- 
iotis arthritis." certainly happens often enough, but 
no medical authority today o.uestions the natutc or 
cause of this painful and dangerous disease. Every- 
body now knows that it is as purely an infection as 
s 
erysipelas or typhoid fever, usually a strepto- 


coccus infection, and the streptococcus gr.ins first 
oothold in neglected tonsil infections in most in- 
tances. So that "inflammatory rheumatism" should 
>e considered a sequel of tonsilitis or sore throat. 
To some minds this circumstance at once suggests 
hat the weather, or cold or dampness may have 
omething to do with it after all, if sore throat and 
onsihtis lead to "inflammatory rheumatism"—but 
hat is another matter and we must have one thing 
at a time.

YTORKIN'G OX DISTRIBUTION 


PROBLEM 


Washington, D. C. — In its efforts 


to help the business interests of the 
country find the ansv.er to the peren- 
nial riddle of better distribution, the 
Department of Commerce is making 
a series of regional surveys •which at- 
tempt to determine the basic commer- 
cial attributes, the factors 
affecting 


distribution, and the actual status of 
the buying ijower of the various ec- 
onomic areas of the country. The re- 
sult of the survey covering the five 
southeastern States -will be made pub- 
lic before the holidays. The surveys 
of the Xe^v England area and of the 
Pacific 
Southwest are well tinder 


way. 


This, according to Dr. Julius Klein, 


head of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, is a part of the 
big job before the Government, which 
is to work -.villa business in consid- 
ering the many vitally 
important 


problems of 
distribution 
efficiency 


and in attacking them with the more 
modern weapons of scientific analy- 
sis so that maximum benefits may ac- 
crue to the consumer as well as to the 
producer and the distributor. 


Tho science cf distribution has fail- 


ed to keep pace with improved man- 
ufacturing methods, says Dr. Klein. 
The average worker in industry in | 
1925 produced 50 per cent . more 
in 


volume than his counterpart did in 
1900. 
Between 19;!;: and 1925 the out- 


put of our factories increased in value 
by $2.500.000.000. accomplis-hed by a 
substantially reduced personnel. 


Advances made by industrial engi- 


neer in prdouction 
methods, 
espc- 


-cially those adopted to large scale 
operations — the yo-called mass pro- 
duction .group — the employment of 
improved machinery, and proirress in 
management, in cost accounting, in 
the elimination of waste and the sim- 
pjifjcalion of products, in the intelli- 
gent cooperation of labor, and in the 
character of the Jmsiness information 
available, arc 
enumerated 
by Dr. 


Klein as the principal contrinut'ng 
factories in this remarkable revolu- 
tion, aii'l he ttr«.s£cs tho importance 


of the increase 'in accurate, timely, 
and practical business information. 


LACKING IN DISTRIBUTION 
"Unfortunately, efficient manufac- 


turing has not had a cotmterpait in 
that other, great phase of business 
which we call disjribution,"',the Gom-, 
merce" Department ,told -representa- 
tives of American, advertising agen- 
cies gathered in Washington. 
"We 


have no yardstick by which-we can 
measure progress in distribution as 
we 
can • in 
manufacturing 
be- 


cause no fundamental census of the 
distributive agencies has been com- 
piled. Incredible as it may seem, we 
are lacking almost entirely in any ac- 
curate, comprehensive information as 
to the largest single items in our 
whole commercial activity, namely, 
the volume of the wholesale or'retail 
trade, or as to the character "oj the 
outlets through which various~~com- 
modities are handled." 


In fact, the stupendous sum of ap- 


proximately S9.000.000.0CO dollars was 
spent last year in the United States 
for commodities and services, but 5ust 
how or where the money went, no 
one knows, and it is information of 
that kind that must be available be- 
fore the problem of distribution can 
tackled in a scientific way. 


By way of illustrating wl:n>

tribiitors are uP against, Dr. Klein 
said that a firm recently rep-.l: . < 
the Department of 
Commerce 
that 


one of its best selling lines was be- 
ing handled at a loss and in spite of 
everything it could do. the line could 
not be made to show a profit. It was 
considerable of a wrench for the com- 
pany to give up a best seller, but in 
the end it did, turning over the thou- 
sands of dollars of business involved 
to one of its competitors, and its prof- 
its immediately began showing an in- 
crease. But, had the company had ac- 
curate information as to costs and 
the other factors in distribution it 
might never have bee nforccd to drop 
tbat line of goods from its catalogue. 


Another firm producing a certain 


class of textiles attempted to secure 
a -.vi'Jcr market for its product, and 
succeeded, in a measure, but an ana- 
lysis of its business revcaietl that in 


many cases sales in outlaying terri- 
tories were at a very decided loss For 
example, for every dollar's worth of 
business secured 
in , one 
southern 


State the firm was spending $1.25. 


There are many such firms, says 


Dr. Klein, trying to get volume of 
sales without any relation to cost, and 
nobody seems to know how many dis- 
tributors are selling goods in territor- 
ies where they are now losing- money 
on everv sale. 


EXPERIENCE COMES, HIGH 


_ Distributors IriT'S'en'eral "aias, at pre- 
sent 'trying^'ail sorts"-of- schemes, at 
•tempting" to grope 'their way in this 
direction and 
that, 
without" many 


clear principles to guide 
them,

continues. Mail order houses which 
were supposed to - derive ' much 
of 


their advantage from the fact that 
they had no salesmen or no expen- 
sive retail establishments, are 
find 


ing it advantageous many cases to 
establish letail display stores and 
many of them are 
employing the 


equivalent of traveling salesmen to 
.'place'-" their catalogues in the hands 
of-,prospective customers. 


Some • chain stores which hitherto 


consistently, adhered to the cash and 
carry system aie now experimenting 
with the system of taking orders by 
telephone and delivering them. Their 
next 'step may be - to introduce the 
credit system, and the last thing that 
distinguished them from other stores 
will have disappeared. Markets estab- 
lished on the theory that the custom- 
er could help himself, thus doing 
away with the necessity of employing 
clerks, are said to be adding more ami 
more floor men. 


Department stores, Dr. Klein points 


out, 
are taking on all kinds of eer- 


vice departments, 
including beauty

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Moon Big Factor In Tides; 
Causes The Earth To Revolve 


Washington—Why is the tide? 
Half the answer is easy, points out 


a bulletin from the "tt'ashlngton, D. 
C. headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 
But most laymen 


JIT' the other half haid to compre- 
hend. 


"It is relatively easy to understand 


why the moon should tend to pull a 
•tide into existence on the side of the 
earth directly under it," says the bill 
Jetin. "But why at the same tim< 
should it appear to push up a tide on 
the far side of the earth? 


WHIRLING IN A CIRCLE 


"The usual explanation of the form 


ation of the bulge, on the far side is 
that just as the moon draws the wa 
ter nearest it away from the solic 
part of the earth, so it draws the sol 
id part of the earth away from thf> 
water farthest from the rnoon. 
Bu 


the average layman is likely to rehe- 
at this explanation, since he does no' 
cany in his mind the implications of 
celestial mechanics that go with it. 


"The explanation begins with the 


fact that the moon does not simply 
revolve in an orbit around the earth 
It also throws the earth to revolving 
in a little orbit. 


"When you playfully grasp a smal' 


child by the hands and 
swing- it 


around in a circle you cannot stanc 
erect and pivot on a single heel. In- 
stead you must lean backward and 
take tiny steps in a very small circle 
in order to maintain your balance The 
small circle which your feet follow is 
traced out in the opposite direction 
to the larger circle traced by the fly- 
ing feet of the 
whirim1" voungster 


EARTH "BACKS OFF" 


"The situation with regard to the 


earth and moon is similar. The force 
•which connects these two whirling 
globes is just as real as though it 
depended on a huge steel shaft, sever- 
al hundred miles in diameter con- 
necting them. When the earth swings 
the moon around it, the earth must 
back off, so to speak, in a little cir- 
cle (or ellipse) of its own. 


"What happens is that both bodies 


revolve around their common center 
•of gravity. Since the earth has a mass 
so much greater than that of the 
moon this common center of gravity 
is not in space between the two 
globes, but lies inside the earth, along 
a line connecting' the earth and moon 
centers. It is as though 
you had 


a freakish dumbell made up of a 
heavy ten-pin ball fixed to one end 
of the connecting shaft, and a small 
boy's marble fixed to the other. The 
balancing point would lie inside the 
big- ball. You could find it (or the sur- 
face point above it), drive in a tack, 
and-hang the balanced balls up by 
a string. Xow, if you twisted the 
string the little ball would revolve 
about the line of the string in a large 
circle, and at the same time the OU'T 
side of the big hall would 
revolve 


around the same line in a small cir- 
cle. 


In the case of the earth and moon, 


the balancing point, or common cen- 
ter of gravity is about 1,000 miles be- 
low the surface of the earth, 
and 


about 
3,000 
miles 
short 
of 
the 


- earth's center. 


IF THERE WERE NO MOON, 
"Xow imagine, for a moment, that 


'the earth weie somehow 
fixed 
in 


.space, neither rotating nor revolving-, 
-with no moon in the heavens, 
and 


with no other forces acting' on it but 


its own gravity. Its water surfaces 
would tend to form parts of a per- 
fect sphere, no bulges. Now imagine 
the moon to be placed 239,000 miles 
away (its present average distance) 
and also in some way to be fixed in 
space: no motion to either earth or 
moon. Further, assume that moon 
and earth attract each other as they 
now do. The -waters 
of 
the 
earth 


"'•oiiJJ bulge up on the side nearest 
the moon because the moon would 
pull them to a certain extent away 
from the rocky part of the 
(fixed) 


earth. 


"Now imagine the earth and moon 


to start revolving around their com- 
mon center of gravity 
once every 


27 1-3 days, as at present, but not ro- 
tating on their axes. Two fixed bulges 
would not exist, the one toward the 
moon would grow less than when the 
earth was motionless but would still 
be held up by 
the moon's pull. 


"But -why would the bulge arise 


on the far side of the earth from the 
moon? 


"The earth and 
moon, revolving

around their common center of grav- 
ity in approximately one month, arc- 
striving to fly apail. anU to strike 
out in .space on straight paths that 
would carry them away from each 
other. They cannot really fly apart 
because gravitation holds them to- 
gether, but nonetheless they are con- 
stantly trying to fly off. 


'Consider now only< the earth's ten- 


dency. Continually the earth seeks to 
fly off in a straight line away from 
the moon, and continually the moon 
drag's it back into the little orbit that 
has been described. Uut the water on 
the Mde of the earth away from the 
moon is -1,000 mile-s farther from the 
moon than is the center of the earth; 
and it is, free to flow 
as the 
solid 


earth is not. Therefore 
this remote 


water is pulled back with a weaker 
force than the 
solid earth, and so 


takes a sligthly greater oibit than the 
solid earth and bulges away from the 
moon. 


"Perhaps this tide-producins force 


011 the side of the earth farthest from 
the moon can best be understood in 
terms of an automobile's motion. If 
an automobile is traveling rapidly in 
a straight line along a street-and sud- 
denly turns a corner, occupants of the 
back seat \\ill be thrown forcibly to 
the outer side of the car, away from 
the center 
of curvature.

that it will continue to do so," com- 
ments William O'Keil.

"It is" difficult of course to predict 


accurately where the price of rubber 
may land, if the present trend is com-

It is freely pre- 
dicted' however, in well-Informed cir- 
cles, that the price will soon reach and 
PUSH half u, dollar a pound. -;ven with- 
out the complicating tactics of specu- 
lators. 


"As preparations are being made to 


produce millions more tires in 192S, 
than ever before, a few cents a pound 
difference in rubber costs is bound to 
have a vital influence on tire costs,— 
and finally, their selling'price.

tire production, it is reliable reported 
:hat one Akron plant expects to make

If all manu- 
facturers are planning to expand in

We ourselves are 
steadily increasing production, and ex- 
ensions to our factory will increase 
lur facilities.

:ar production is expected. This will 
Account for part of an increase in rub- 
ier consumption.

"The reason for the present rubber 
rice advance is analyzed variously. 
:ome attribute it to a natural market 
teadil\". The peak in 1925 was about 
1.25 a pound. Recently it was just 
ver thirty cents. Tire price fluctuat- 
ions have not been nearly as sharp as 
ubber changes.

cent"1 rubber. Kow tires, are 


heaper than ever* before in tire his- 
ory, but tiro prices must change if 


rubber continues to rise, and there is 
no way to go but up.

"Great Britain—or rather the Mala- 


yans arc more seriously

Stevenson Plan 
restrictions. 
There 


has been much fraud and evasion in 
this legislation. British growers, bar- 
red from selling because of the Steven- 
son act, have smuggled 
enormous 


quantities of crude rubber to Dutch 
ports nearby, and the Dutch, having 
no restriction laws, have boldly sold it 
to the world. The government has de- 
clared this rubber bootlegging must 
stop and even now a number of fast 
cruisers are being- built, to pursue and 
stop the rubber bottleggers in Malay 
waters. 


"What goes up must conic down," 


and "what goes down must go up," in 
a continuing industry, and so the pres- 
ent rubber prices are 
explained by 


authorities who say that this is sim- 
ply the point in a market 
cycle at 


which this commodity price is'due to 
recover from an unnaturally low posi- 
tion. Thus far there seems no sharp 
shortage in the world's supply. At 
any rate 1928 bids fair to be"much 
more exciting to rubber 'and tire men 
than 1927 has been.

Battery of Workmen and Mo- 


tor Trucks May Complete 
Excavation by.Christmas 


Pontiac —"Out of the trenches by 


Christmas," the slogan of 'the army 
of workmen excavating for the foun- 
dations and basement of the new ?3,- 
000,000 Oakland All American Six car 
assembly plant, is an 
accomplished 


fact. 


Aided by a battery of steam shovels 


and an endless train of huge, motor 
trucks, the workmen have ' finished 
the preliminary work and are now en- 
gaged'in raising the" gigantic 546 by 
640 feet. 
The new structure, which 


is to be constructed entirely of steel, 
brick and concrete, in a duplicate of 
the ear assembly building unit in the 
adjoining $12,000,000 troup of Pontiac 
Six factories. 


Plans provide for 
twin assembly 


lines each one-quarter of a mile long. 
Ultimately they will have a combined 
production capacity of 720 cars during 
a single nine-hour shift. 


Construction also, is going forward 


upon a large addition to the carship- 
ping building which will adjoin 
the 


new Oakland car assembly plant. The 
shipping- building addition will be one 
story in height, 108 feet wide by 760 
feet long and of fireproof materials. 


Besides these new 
buildings, ex- 


pansion plans cal for a^ entire new 
enameling unit where Oakland fend- 
ers and- sheet metal will be treated. It 
is expected that the present Oakland 
car assembly building will be tised 
for storage,.of the raw materials nec- 
essary tovmaintain uninterrupted pro- 
duction. ''
